Claims 16-25, drawn to a method of measuring tissue water content in a 
selected region of interest in the brain, classified in class 600, subclass

III. Claims 26-32, drawn to a method of deriving beat-to-beat perfusional and 
congestion changes, classified in class 600, subclass 378. 

IV. Claims 33-42, drawn to a method of deriving realtime compliance or 
stiffness of brain tissue, classified in class 600, subclass 378. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The Inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the probe of invention I can 
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be used to measure the tissue water content using a calibration model other than the 
one presented by invention II such as a multivariate analysis. 

3. Inventions I and III are related as product and process of use. The inventions 
can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the 
process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)).
